Mi; lilEL OUTBREAK. 

•■■ The somewhat confused information from 
tho I^ortliwest torritorios in uot of an ns- 
suriag ehar«ct«ri Tlio rubolliou is aBsiiui- 
jug lurgB rtiinensiouH, mimy Iiuliaua Liiv- 
ing joined tho Ijnlf-breeds uuilor Kiol 
ami others huving tiikeu tho liuld under 
thoir own chiefs. The tivst notion at Ouek 
lake, nine miles truui Fort Ciirleton, proved 
disastrous to tlie t^iiniuiiiui forces under 
Sliijor Croziur. They retired to Fort Carlo- 
ton and have since, it wouUl appear, 
abandoned tliiit post as nntcnublo and ni- 
trcatod, northwards towards tho settU'nicnt 
of Pripc^ Albert under the command of 
OominiBsioner Irvine. The total police 
^nfqroe I'ltt'tbat qaarter unmbers about '2UU 
» iniori who, no doubt, will be reinforced by 
5 sPrince Albert vplunteers. Kiel, with 1,000 
' woir armed men, is supposed to bo in pur- 
suit and wo may, any day, hear of an en- 
gagemout. A dutachmout of 1,000 armed 
Indians renniiii in tho neighborhood of 
Fort Carleton and Duck lake. Monnwliile 
a serious outbreidi has taken place at liat- 
tleford farther west — the former capital of 
tho territory. The Indians, whoso number 
is not stated, have captured, burned or

racks, in which the H. If. Co.'s agent, the 
Indian agent, and others liave taken refuge.

It is reported 
that tho Fort I'itt Indians, who live on tlie 
Saskatehewaii, still further wi'st, are niarch- 
, iug on IHallli'tord. The line bi'iiig cut it is 
? -not known whothor the Edmonton Indians 
^, *hava"jtollowed BUit; but it is feared they 
•tihave. i The whole uortborn portion of the 
territory would therefore appear to be in 
iiumiueut danger of being in temporary 
possession of tho rebels, nnloHn the ])olieo 
and Prince .Mbi'rt volunteers nndi'." Com- 
missioner Irvine can defeat the greatly 
superior forces of Kiel. It is diflic'iilt, 
from the (lisjciiiilfd ri'ports, to estimule the 
number of the rebels, but we fiar they 
. have in the field alri^ady, 2,U(JU to ;!,()II0 
men, of whom prolialily 1,(11)1) have Win- 
chester rilles and the others Hudson Jiay 
guuu. They, no doubt, have obluiued nm- 
muuitiou by plundering the otores. Tho 
southern portion of the territory, along the 
line of tho 0. I', liailway, is held by Can- 
adian troops under (it iieral Middletoli who 
doubtlcBS is organizing and waiting for re- 
inforcements of dniied militia from tho 
eastern provinc'es. Across the expanse of 
200 miles bi'tween the opi)Osiiig lilies 70 
police with one canuon have been 
pvished forward to relievo Hattleforil. 
The temerity of this Wolsoloyan method 
of warfare may be jualilied by aueceas.- 
The well armed police may defeat tho very 
superior nuuiber of IiKiiaiia coiicoiilrat- 
ing on Uattleford who, it is presuined, 
hn,vo only Uudaon Li.iy inuakots. 'I'o us, 
at a distance, the e.xpi'ditioii loenis fool- 
hardy, odpecially if Kiel defeats Irvine. 
In that event 200 or 'MO policu, with sumo 
volunteers, will be 200 milea from sup- 
ports, amidst several thousand rebels. 
When Ooiioral Middleton is able to ad- 
vance, tho real campaign will begin. Its 
duration will depend much on Hliellier 
. the Blackfeet Indians rise or not on hiH 
loft flunk. Kiel, no doubt;, counts on 
" them, and on adventurer.i from JMinitauii. 
In any caae, the Blackfeet inu.st bo 
watched, so that, practic.illy, General 
Middleton will have to operate both iiorlh- 
erly and woat(!rly to protect his left Hank. 
It may bo noticed that, so far, with some 
few exceptigus, tho rebels have not mur- 
dered settlers; their (pmrrol soenis to bo 
witii the govorninoiit and its oliicers. \ 
commission has been appointed at (Jttawa 
to iiKjuire into tho causes of tlio outbreak. 
Tills seems premature as most of those 
who could give evidence are probaVily in 
the ranks of tho rebels. What tho half- 
breeds complain of we do not know; they 
would hardly risK so much without sumo 
impelling causes. Tho discontent of the 
Indians is largely owing to tho enforced 
removal of many of them from the vicin- 
ity of tho boundary line northwards. 
This policy was adopted to prevent raid- 
ing into tho United States; but, apjiar- 
ently, without duly estimating the in 
ternal danger it might create. Tho re- 
bellion will be Huppreased; but it may 
cost many vaKialde lives and much money, 
and tend to check tho progress of setlle- 
inent in tho northwest. The Canadian 
gnvernmeiit is not successful in its man- 
agement of Indiana anywhere.

To THB EoiTott:— We up hero knew but 
little of C. C. Mackenzie until wo wore 
favored with a sight of one of his rocoiit 
epistles by which liu has suddenly become 
celebrated, and it will bo said of him in 
after ages, as was said of the great |joet, 
he awoke one inuriiin!.^ and found himself 
famous. 0. C. Mackenzie, in an obscure 
walk of life, conducted himself with coin- 
moiidable i)ropriety a striking illustration 
of the truth of the proverb about putting a 
beggar on horseback, when, in an evil hour 
for both himself and those who were fool 
ish enough to befriend him, hu was foisted 
into a position for which he was in every 
respect iin.fuitod, and which gave him 
considerable power to ill-use that merit- 
orious class, tho public school teacherB. 
Even now he cannet refrain from spite- 
fully and falsely — well knowing it to bo 
false — accusing some of them of. seeking 
to obtain certificates by fmudulent means 
and of receiving crunibsfruin thceducation 
oHico, while lie hiiiirelf is thankful— if in- 
deed lie is capable of exhibiting Huoh a 
feeling as thankfulness — for being allowed 
to pick up crumbs fulling from the table 
of the custom house and from that of 
poor litiyants; a sad defection this from 
tho honorable pi.sitioii lie might be imw 
occupying but for his malice and utter 
folly. 

But no think it very wrong in yon, 
dear Mr. Editor, to advise the members 
of the government to take n'> notice of 
hii letter. Think if .he serious naturo of 
the chiirL'HS li- ' '-'uj-i uL'uost them, tho 
truth oi wliicli he .Imost ioceeed.s In es- 
tablishing.

MoNTUEAL, April 1. — It is stated by a 
government official, who came horo from 
Ottawa, that a cable message from Lord 
Wolsoley had been received by Lord 
Lansdowne, asking if he could get one or 
two regiments from Canada to servo in the 
Soudan. 

EGYPT. 

Spakim, April 1.— The enemy suddenly 
appeared to day in largo force in tho di- 
rection of Haiidaub.

of the minister of tiiianco. The liiianco 
minister niado a plausible excuse for tho 
delay in paying the men, but tho women 
declared hia answer was unsatisfactory 
and made a rush for him. lie, however, 
escaped by juraping'out of the back win- 
dow. 

CENTRAL A.MIOIMCA. 
Wasuimii'on, April 1. — The following 
dispatch from Commander Kane, of the 
(lalona, has just been received hy tho sec- 
retary of the navy: Aspinwall is in ashes, 
burnt by the insurgents to escape capture 
by the goveruinent troops. Tho Pacilie 
iNliiil dock and railroad property, on the 
north end of thn island, and the canal 
properly at Urispol, are the only buiKlnigs 
saved. Shipping is safe Have all my 
force on shore protecting properiy My 
ship is crowded with refugees. Thous- 
ands are destitute and without shelter.

But everytliing necessary fur cunvieli.iii 
seems admilled, except only the con- 
struction of thu words iu the statute. 

Sir M. B. Bogbio, C. J. — If thoro be a

quite clear. JSow here there are *.wo words 
to construe, lat "hire," e.g., if a man 
having a aaloon 01 building with a billiard 
table in one of the rodins, hires it out 011 
lease to aiiotlior man, with that we have 
nothing to do; and 2iid, "prufl," if tho 
aaloon keeper uses il for prolit, 1 think 
lhat ineana prolit as a billiard table, and 
that It dues not mean allowing peo[ile to 
play gratis. Mr. Irving argues that a 
gratis billi.ird table is sure to bring prolit 
to Ihe bar and I su.spcol he is proliably 
c.irrect. Ibit, then, 1 hat argument pi uvea 
too much. .'V billiard table will probably 
attract cualomora to the bar, and so aug- 
ment thu profits ol iho liar whether Strang- 
ers are allowm! to use tho table gratia 
or fur payment, or even if c.nsual 
strangers are not allmved lo play 
oii.il at all, but merely the owner ami hia 
friends al private matches; if thoy are at 
all akillful player.i people will come to 
look on, and looker.s-oii may drink. And 
if the legislature had intended to alrike 
al auch incidental advanlage." they would 
have omitted thu words "hire or prolit" 
altogether and taxed the saloun keeper if 
he had in the saloon or building a billiard 
table which ho naud or sutl'ored to bo used 
for playing on at all. Ally such use would 
be probably some attr.kction to draw 
people from the street into tho .isaloon, 
and a ccrlain iierceiitage of tliein would 
drink at the bar. But the legisl.il ure only 
taiea the occupier who haa a billiard table 
which he uaes for "hire or profit." These 
words must mean soinuthing, and I think 
they mean "otherwise than gnUii." Thu 
close proximity of tho two words again 
probably indicates that they are used not 
in contradiction but in explanation or ex- 
pansion of things of the same nature, 
1 l^ , hire, or pr.dil in tho iiaturo of hire. 
.■\iid I think the prolit niuat he a profit 
arising rnutnii-fH from the use of the 
table, not merely an accidental or indirect 
ailvantagu. It ia not |)ermissiblu to strain 
the words of tho statute in the least in 
order lo aecure a convictiiui ; on the con- 
trary, the worda are often strained in 
favor of the defendant, aa in the well- 
known "(Jttor" case under tho Irish 
Fisheries Act. It was, or out of a crimi- 
nal caae would have been, tolerably clear 
that the legislature intended to forbid 
flailing with the wuU-kiiowii niachino 
called an "otter" which Ihe defendant 
had adniiilcdly uaud; but it was conlend- I 
ed that it might have been intended lo 
forbid tishing with the well known animal j 
called an otter, trained for the purpose, 
and Ihe conviction was quashed.

ILa wa.-i 
vorj ploasecl vvitli the fairness and 
justice of your brief uotejon Mr. Go.sch- 
eii's reference to the negotiations about 
the northwest frontier of Afghanistan 
and 1 asked bim to tell me|q«ito frank- 
ly the bmife'waiV about our alleged ad- 
vance on Herat "The question," lie re 
I}Ued,"ia as simple as possible. We do 
not want Herat, and we cannot get it. 
If we seized it it would bring ua im- 
mediately into contiict not only vath 
the Afghans, but also with Persia, not 
to' speak of England." "But," I rejoin- 
. , 'ed; have we not already made a for- 
ward movoinent which we thought un- 
necessarvT' "Ye.s," he answered; "but 
do you not know how that came to 
pass? Unfortunately, Sir Peter Lunis- 
ilen has taken with him two or three 
young fellows, like Mr. Steplien, who

serve tiieir cause, or the cau.se of Eng- 
land, by inciting the Afi^lians to oc- 
cupy ])OHitionH far in advance of their 
own frontier. The Afghans acting un- 
der the instigation of these young Eng- 
lishmen, occupifid a position at Pen- 
jdeh, in territory whijli had never been 
under Afghan rule, either in the lime 
of Shere Aii or of Dost iMohamed, and 
whicli all triu'olor.s, and they are very 
few, who have visited that region, from 
the Englishman Abbott downward, de 
scribed as belonging to the Khanatei 
of Kbivn. Our military j)eo|)le, hear- 
ing and .SL'oinij everywhere evidence.s 
of Euglinh hostility and lingllsli in- 
trigne.s, inunediatiily responded to the 
Afghan advance by a further ad vance 
' on; their own account, and they went 
1. i,further than was either prudent or use- 
ful, Thui, a mistake has been made on 
both sides; but the initiative has been 
taken by the lilnglish, or by thos'f 
among tluMii who pushed the Afghans 
forward to go where no Afghans hud 
ever t'»'fore-int'^ th** inids', of a 
purely Turcoman population, within 
the dominions formerly belonging to 
tlie Khan of Khiva." 

"There the English were "wrong," he 
continued. "Hut, nearly everyliody here 
made a uii.siaki! in fiiiicyiiig that they 
were al.so wrung in sending .so great 
an escort with Sir Peter Lumsden. 
People fancy that he brought it with 
tho sole desire to outrival the Russian 
Commissioner, and so to gain more 
prestige among the the Afglmn.s. It is 
a positive mistake. The Englisii were 
obliged to bring an escort in sheer self 
defence. Unless they were well protect- 
ed the AfgliaiiH would attack them. 
General Zelonoy," concluded my 
vifiitor, "is sure to go to Central Asia 
' and to be ready for the rendezvous, 
but unless England accepts the zone 
pointed out as the natural frontier by 
the economical conditions of the rt^gion 
in quoHlion, the meeting of the Com 
niissonera will come to no result. Very 
few people know atiything about these 
regions, and there is no perfectly cor- 
rect map to guide u.s. M. Lessar is the 
only authority on the question, and we 
may fairly hope that his sojourn in 
England may he useful, as he is very 
anxious to come to an understanding 
with England." That was the princijial 
subject upon which we spoke. After 
that the conversation turned as usual 
upon Gordon, who is greatly deplored 
by everyone in Russia. Every one is 
of hia heroism, of his genius, and of his 
simplicity, ane ve es|)(.'cially reiiicinher 
how fearles.sly he spoke in defence of 
the opj)re.ssed (Jliristians of the Balkan. 
U<) is quite a Ohristain cbampiou with 
us, and his death, it is feared, may 
have serious consequenecH among our 
Mohammedan population. The Moscow 
Gazette has recently been ijublisiiing a 
translation of a long series of Gordon's 
letterB to his tiialor, which have met 
with great sympathy and have awaken 
ed enthusiastic admiration.

There exists a tradition that the 
Louvre, this great square and the Tuil- 
eries palace, where it stood over there 
to our right, are haunted by a specter 
called Le Petit Homme Rouge. Tho 
appearance of this specter is always 
followed by a national mi.sfortune— 
civil commotion, revolution, [luhlictlis- 
aster, or death of the head of the state. 
When Catharine' de Medicis built tho 
Tuileries she took forcible posses.sion 
of a lot of other people's ])roperty in- 
cluding a butcher shoj), the owner of 
which WHS known among his neighl)ors 
as the Little Man in Red, because of 
his bloody business. The buteber was a 
witness of some of the adventures of 
Kate de Medici.s, and, in order to bo 
sure of his silence, the queen mother 
had him decoyed into a subteraiiean 
passageway that connected the Tuiler- 
ies with tho Louvre, where he was 
murdered. The spirit of this poor fel- 
low took up his abode in the garret of 
tho new palace, and ever since ho has 
been a herald of death or misfortune.

grand king tho "'Petit lloiiinic Kouge" 
showed himself to Louis XIV. and 
then followed a ruinous and disastrous 
war, tho death of the Duke of Bour- 
goyne and his wife within si.v days of 
each other, ami then the king's own 
tleath. Louis XI. next mounted the 
Erench throne, and was culled by his 
peo[)le "le bien aiim!." One day the 
"little man in red" showed himself to 
the king, and not long after he died 
with sinall-pox, loathed and deserted; 
he died as hated and detest(Ml a mon- 
arch as ever sat on a throne. Poor 
Louis XV^l. must have seen the biiteh- 
er's ghost the tirst night he slept in the 
Tuileries after that howling mob had 
forced the royal family to move into 
Paris from Versailles. On the '20th of 
June, 1792, the sans culottes gathered 
in this Place du Carrousel and foiced 
their way into the palac(i. For six loiii; 
hours the royal family were forced to 
witness a delile of the vilest sutnn 
through such rich apartmimts. The 
i king and-queen sat at the council table, 
the Princess Elizabeth sat beside her 
mother, who held the young ihui|ihiii in 
her arms, and from time to lime .sicioil 
liim on the table for l.lie pi'()|ile lo look 
at. One fellow took otl liis red eap and 
phicetl it on ihe head of the infant lIiui 
phin, who began to laugh am-l amuse 
himself liy jieeiiini; out from under it at 
tlie crowd. The beast of a .Santerre, 
lindiiig that this baby inci:leiit was put- 
ting the rabble into gooil htiriior, shouts 
ed out: "Tiike od' that ciqi, I ),)n't yon 
see it is stilllinir the ehilil/" ;\iiio:e^' the 
spectators of this extTiiordimii v scene 
was a young lieutenant of artillery, 
who, as he walked away when all was 
over, remarked: ''With these canon 
l)hinted at the palace door, I could 
have swept the place du (Jarronsi-I 
of all this canailhi in five niinute.s." 
That oflicer, lionapiirte by name, was 
destined to he the immediate successor 
of Louis XVL, in the Tuileries, and 
only ihret) years later he had an op 
portunity to show tin; ellect of slTiTlful- 
ly handled ujuns on a mob, when from 
the ste[)s of St. Koch church he clear- 
ed the same place and put an end to 
the reign of terror.
